SPARKLE (532) 50. A tail grower, never crooks, solid color of pinkish salmon in the 
532 class. 18 to 21 buds with 6 to 8 open and 4 to 5 in color. A rea! giant with florets 
that are 6 to 71% inches. They are round, wide open and ruffled. Substance very good; 
placement is sometimes a little off on the first floret, otherwise is very good. Opens extra 
well in water. Bulblet production is very good. Germination extra good. Will make 
a very good commercial, as we find it can take ail that is required of a commercial 
gladiolus. There is not too much stock, and we feel that this gladiolus should have been 
held another year. Mr. Ruble has priced it at a very low price, so that most can at least 
enjoy growing one or more of it. We have grown it for the past two seasons and agree with 
Mr. Ruble for the claims that he made for it.
